1. We are all citizens of Japan, residing atthe above-identified respective 
residences and are the original first and joint inventors of the invention described in U.S. 
Patent No. 5,946,906, issued September 7, 1999, and described and claimed in the 
application for a reissue patent. 

2. We have reviewed and understand the contents of the above-identified 
reissue application for a reissue patent, including the claims, and the attached 
amendment paper.

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3. We acknowledge the duty of disclosure of information which is material 
to the examination of this application in accordance with Title 37, Code of Federal 
Regulations, Section 1.56(a). 

4. We believe that U.S. Patent No. 5,946,906 is wholly or partly inoperative 
or invalid by reason of the patentees claiming more than they had the right to claim in the 
patent by reasons of errors in the claims. 

5. A deficiency in the claims arise from the fact that at the time the patent 
application was drafted and prosecuted, the claims were drafted broad in scope and 
covered more than the Applicants were entitled. The deficiency in claiming more than 
Applicants had the right to claim arose without any deceptive intent on the part of the 
Applicants. By claiming the invention as claimed in the issued patent, the scope of 
protection offered by the patent is more then the Applicants had the right to claim. 

6. The errors, in improperly claiming more than the patentees had the right 
to claim, arose without any deceptive intent on the part of the Applicants when the original 
U.S. Application was prepared. When the Notice of Allowance was issued on October 

4, 1993, the Patentees believed thatthe invention was accurately claimed. Subsequently, 
the Patentees discovered references Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 4- 
311,618 (reference A) and Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 6-93,931 
(reference B), both filed by the Nissan Motor Corporation. Alter reviewing references A 
and B, which are submitted by the attached Information Disclosure Statement, the 
Patentees determined that they had claimed more than they had a right to claim. For 
example, comparing original claim 1 with references Aand B, references A and B appear 
to disclose the characteristic features of "wherein the improvement comprises: the valve 
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means is provided at or close to the branching point in the exhaust pipe; and a chamber 
is provided close to the branching point such that the conduit is connected to the bypass 
at the one end in the chamber." Specifically, references A and B disclose the valve 
means provided at or close to the branching point and the conduit. 

7. The claims set forth in this reissue application are being submitted in 
order to correct a deficiency in the breadth and scope of the patent to which the patentees 
are entitled. Claims 4,7-11, 13-14, and 16-20 are being maintained as allowed. Claims 
1-3, 5, 12, 15, 21 and 23 are being amended by the attached amendment paper. 

8. The above errors were only discovered and realized by the patentees 
after the patent had already issued when the patentees discovered references Aand B 
and reviewed the claims of U.S. Patent No. 5,946,906. Upon the discovery of the 
Patentees claiming more than they had the right to claim and after consultation with U.S. 
counsel, the Patentees proceeded with the filing of this reissue application.
